That members of “ so-called better so- 
ciety,’’ many of whom support the prohi- 


. bition movement, are just ordinary bipeds 


like the members of the United Societies 
themselves, is the discovery chronicled in 
a formal report made yesterday to the 
tenth annual convention of the United 
Societies in North Side Turner hall by 
Leopold Neumann, organizer and chief 
gsieuth of the organization. 

Secure in the disguise of dress clothes 
and the assumed name of ‘Dr. Hugo 
Meyer, a visiting German savant,” Mr. 
Neumann spent forty nights trailing the 
society devotees in their accustomed hab- 
itats and found that under “ soup end 
fish * suits and decolleté gowns exist the 
game banal appetites for pleasure which 
ere admitted by the average person. 


Tells of What He Saw. 

Once finally escaped from the laby- 
rinths of lobster lairs and society dances, 
** Dr. Meyer’ formulated and delivered 
this formal report: 

“ For two months I was enaiaaed in in- 
vestigating conditions in so-called better 
-gociety, to see whether they who are 
really so perfect in their habits are tem- 
perate in their drinking, limited in their 


hours of entertainment, as they would 


make us believe. 
“I found in spending over forty even- 


ings in company of that class that they 


are as human as the rest of us, not any 
worse, but decidedly not any _ better. 
There is nothing we could learn from 
them and a great deal they could learn 
from our societies. Their entertainments 
are aimless, for no purpose except to 
have a good time, while our societies in- 
variably give their entertainments to ad- 
Vance some educational, charitable, or 
fraternal purpose with the — of 
such festivities.’’ 


Miss Adams Made Target. 
‘Miss Kate J. Adams, former head of 
Coulter house, and secretary to Leroy T. 
Steward during his term as chief of po- 


_ lice, was singled out for personal attack 


by speakers at the convention... In declar- 
ing that Miss Adams typified leaders in 
the “dry” movement in Chicago, A. D. 
Wiener, member of the executive com- 
mittee, asserted that when she sought his 
aid *“‘*to get the $2,400 a year job as sec- 
retary of the morals commission,” she 
declared herself in favor of three o'clock 
bar permits, but 2s soon as she failed to 
get the job she wrote a letter to a news- 
paper declaring for total prohibition. 
“Now you can see what a job will do,” 
jane Mr. Wiener. ‘‘Had Miss Adame 
been appointed, for all I know, she would 
be a epeaker in this convention today.” 
Ald. Walkowiak asserted that “if we 
could give as many positions as there are 
Kate Adamses we would find it unneces- 
sary longer to conduct our fight for per- 
‘gona! liberty.’ 


Miss Adams’ Version. 

When apprised of what had been 
charged in the convention, Mies Adams 
explained: 

“ Friends urged me to apply for the 
position, believing I could do good in it. 
Prof. Graham Taylor and Miss Harriet 
Vittum told me I should do it. I was 
about to withdraw my application when 
the appointment was made. I certainl» 
do not need such a position. 

**I said flatly to Mr. Weiner and before 
the council committee that I believed 
‘total prohibition to be desirable, but that 
as long ag liquor selling remained legal I 
believed the forelgn born element might 
be permitted to maintain their customs, 
Lrovided the drinking was under reputable 
supervision. After Mrs. Charles E. Mer- 
riam’s investigations I changed my views 
considerably. I do not believe that dan- 
cing and liquor drinking should go to- 
gether.”

The United States contends that a bei- 
ligerent must search a neutral-ship at 
the point intercepted, and, if found inno- 
cent, it must be allowed to continue its 
voyage.

Exorbitant Prices Charged. 

The British government promised to 
purchase many of the detained cargoes, 
put was unable to agree with Mr. Urion 
on the price.

This territory is calied “ Italle Irre- 
denta“’’ (unredeemed Italy), because it 
once formed part of. the Italian states of 
the middle ages and because the majority 
of the people Be of Italian stock. 

For the same reason the Dalmation 
islands are considered to be part of ‘Italia 
Irredenta.” 

The district of the city of Trent, known 
in Italy as the Trentino, once formed part 
of the Roman colony of Tridentint, which 
in 1027 passed under the rule of a bishop 
and then, after various changes, came 
Into possession of Austria, together with 
Lombardy and Venetia.

After the defeat of Austria in 1859 by 
Piedmont and France, and even after 
Piedmont had taken over Lombardy and 
the kingdom of Italy had been formed in 
1861, Austria continued to hold Venetia, 
until its defeat in the Austro-German war 
of 1866 gave it to Italy. 

There was left in possession of Austria, 
however, the wedge of the Trent district, 
as a menace to Italy. 

The territory to the eastward which 
Italy desires is made up principally of 
Istria. In early dayé a part of the re- 
public of Venice, it passed to Austria, to 
gether with Da!matia, with the abolit 
of. the republic In 1797. 

In 1805 Austria was compelled by Na- 
poleon to cede Istria to France, but in 
1813 Austria seized it and bas held it since 
that time. 

Aside from the Dalmation islands, the 
territory sought by Italy includes about 
8,000 square miles, with more than 1,000, - 
000 inhabitants.

This. campaign has involved Rodsevelt in two 
notable cases, the one in which he defended his 
character against the charges of inebriety brought 
against him and proved their falsity, and this case in 
which he is declared justified in using the language 
he did against bis most powerful opponent in New 
York. | 

The verdict also seems to indicate the belief of 
the average American that a good deal of latitude | 
ought to be permitted a political club swinger for 
the good of the nation. There is a sort of suspicion 
that a great many notables who register as “ perva- 
sive influences” are not in politics solely for their 
health or the good of their country. There is a cor- 
responding belief that the corrective for this is con- 
siderable free language from their opponents, who- 
ever the latter may happen to be from fime to time. 

It is always possible for a notable to confute and 
dumfound his enemies by the impeccability of his 
ways, and if he chooses to open his life and works 
to argument Americans want to hear the argument 
and to let it go unrestricted. 

There also is a feeling that many words which 
have dictionary directness have in political use a 
more general intent. “ Corrupt,” for instance, is an 
ugly word and undoubtedly actionable, but has it 
not come to indicate, in political use, an ihtent 
other than the public good? “ Sinister” and “ per- 
nicious ” would never get a cent out of a jury. The 
American public evidently believes in the free ex- 
pression of strong opinions. If the victims of them 
do not like them they may mend their ways and 
conform to the demands of strict uprightness.

A recruiting oflicer of the coast defense militia has 
protested to the board of education of New York 
City against anti-military propaganda in a Brooklyn 
public school. . 

“In public school No. 165, Brooklyn,” reports this 
officer, “ the pupils of certain grades sing as part of 
the school exercises the anti-military song ‘I Didn't 
Raise My Boy*to Be a Soldier.’~The principal of 
that school, Mr. Alexander Ficlfandler, bas publicly 
announced that the sentimen inst military serv- 
ice expressed in that song ha en discussed by 
him with the children during the last few years and 
that, following the suggestion of a pupil, he has 
taught and is teaching that song. Furthermore, on 
the bulletin board in the main hall is a grossly un- 
just pictorial reflection upon soldiers, and elsewhere 
in the school building are posted pictures still fur- 
ther misrepresenting the service which a soldier gives | 
to the state and nation.” 

That pacifism of the Jordan school has a consid- 
erable footing among teachers has been evident for 
some time.

Does it signify tubercular 
tendency? Would operating adenoids and 
enlarged tonstls benefit or eliminate the 
trouble? Child seems well otherwise and 
plays about house. Is it best to keep 
child in or out in the open air in car- 
riage? Child is 4 years old. [2.) What 


' would cauee the odor of ammonia in 


urine, and especially at monthly periods? 
What does it signify in a woman 45 years 
old? Does it signify a cancerous growth, 
or what causes it [3.] Im the use of 
snbvarsan, does it affect the eyes or Cause 
tlindness? Do you advise use of it as 


being safe? 
REPLY. 

L. It does not signify tuberculosis, but it does 
mean that your child is a ‘‘ catcher.” He is 
exceptionally susceptible to infections, includ- 
ing tubercular infection. Such a child must be 
in the open air almost constantly. Other chil- 
dren may stand indoor life, but children of this 
type cannot. Pay especial attention to the 
diet, the tonsils, adenoids, and teeth. 

2. In many cases the amount of ammonia in 
the urine is considerable enough to be detected 
by the odor. In babies it means an ecid condi- 
tion of the system from improper sae ol In 
grown people it may mean infection of the in- 

terior or of the urine !n the bladder with certain 
bacilli, or it may mean an acid comdiition of the 
system—an acidosis. It does not mean cancer, 
If a change in food and drink does not end the 
symptom it should be investigated.

Tuberculin should be given. Climate is of some 
service, not much. Use no nillk or butter except 
the pasteurized articks. Practically every 
case can be cured, In most cases cure is easy. 
Operation is only necessary in the negiected

For it was to 
his father, Gen. Raphael Cadorna, a vet- 
eran of Italian wara, who has seen much 
service also undet the French flag In Al- 
geria in connection with the conquest of 
that great dependency by France, that 
Rome was surrendered in 1870. 

In this connection few are aware of the 
fact that had it rasted with old Gen. 
Raphael Cadorna the papacy would have 
retained possession and sovereignty over 
all that part of Reme known as the Leo- 
nine city and the Borgo—that is to say, 
that part of Rome situated on the right 
Dank of the Tiber, between the Lingorra 
and the Prati di Castelli, comprising the 
Vatican, St. Peter’a, and the castle of 
San Angelo, 

The late Gen. Cadorna had received 
from King Victor Emmanuel IT. and 
from the Italian government, instruc- 
tions that were entirely in accordance 
with this scheme. Mofreover, in the ca- 
pitulatfon signed on Sept. 20, 1870. by 
Gen. Kanzler of the papal army in be- 
half of Pius IX., Gen. Cadorna, in obedi- 
ence to the commands he had received 
from his sovereign, agreed to the pontiff’s 
keeping the. Leonine part of the city, to- 
ether with the noble guard. the Swiss 
guard, and a corps of papal gendarmerie, 
for the purpose of maintaining order 
there.

Gen. Cadorna issued the strictest or- 
ders to the Italian troops under his com- 
mand that under no pretense were they 
to érass the bridge of San Angelo, which

Nine more holes and 100 more members 
are involved in the most recent of severa)] 
plans that have been given consideration 
by the Beverly Country club for the pur- 
chase of the superb tract of land which 
includes its lovely golf course. This plan 
of an auxiliary course and an increased 
membership is so new that it is known to 
comparatively few of the 300 golfers who 
“belong ’’ there, but it has had free dis- 
cussion by the elder statesmen of theclub, 
and is highly regarded by most of them. 

I expressed the belief in a recent TrrB-. 


UNE article on the growing bull movement. 


in golf club memberships in Chicago and 
neighborhood that theright to play on the 
Beverly course would soon be at a pre- 
mium. I had in mind not only the im- 
pending purchase of the course by the 
club but also the expiry of the respective 
ground leases of the Calumet, Windsor 
and Ridge clubs. When those organize- 
itons are compelled to give up their 

grounds Beverly will be the only city lim- 
its course of eighteen holes on the south 
side. 

Premium Now Asked. 

Beverly memberships are already at a 
premium, with none in the market anda 
waiting list of golfers whose only hope is 
the adoption of the plan briefly outlined 
above. The club at no time in the last 
three years would have had the slightest 
difficulty in adding “100 members to its 
rolls, so strong has been the pressure of 
applicants, but Beverly golf arithmetic 
is all at war With the notion that 400 mem- 
bers can be divided into eighteen holes. 
Jt has been done by other clubs, I know, 
end with happy results, even on Satur- 
days and Suncays; but it could not be 
done at Beverly without a radical change 
in the personnel of the present member- 
ehip. 

The reason is that this club has the 
largest proportion of playing members of 
all the clubs in the Chicago district. The 
porch membership of Beverly is so small 
es to be negligible—less than 5 per cent. 
it has four “ big days” to the week, in- 
stead of the two common to most golf 
clubs, and, from now until midSeptem- 


_ ber the Tuesday and Thursday crowds at 


Beverly will be as great as the Saturday 
and Sunday crowds at any of the other 
club courses, with the possible excepfion 
of Glen View. 


“All for Golf, and Golf for All!” 

The new plan,.if adopted, will lead to 
the club's acquiring not only the pres- 
ent course but the twenty-seven acres 
of valuable Western avenue frontage, 
which is sarcastically referred to as the 
“Western Reserve” by the numerous 
members opposed to any plan of pur- 
chase which would exclude that part of 
the grounds. The Beverly organization is 
an outgrowth of the old Auburn Park 
Golf club. When that went out of exist- 
ence seven years ago a committee of its 
members arranged to take over the Bev- 


‘erly Hills tract and to serve as a holding 


company until such time as the club 
Would be ready to purchase. 

The club has been ready for the last 
two years, but the members have not yet 
agreed upon a financial plan.

Is it proposed to sell the property, and 

pocket the proceeds? That sounds pretty 

anarchistic. 

“On the other hand, if the city should’ 
acquire the plant, would it operate it? 
If the company could not make the enter- | 
prise pay, surely municipal management 
would not be successful, and if a 5 cent 
phone won't pay, talk of @ 2 cent phone 
sounds ike a visionary dream. The city 
and the public will undoubtediy get cheap- 
er rates more quickly by consenting to 
the sale and then regulating, as the city 
has the right to do, the rates of the Chi- 
cago Telephone company.” 

Mayor May Use Veto. 
Mayor Thompson may veto the readiu- 
tion directing the forfeiture of the auto- 
matic plant at tonight's council meeting. 
In any event, he will send a special mes- 
sage to the aldermen together with letters 
of business men protesting against the 
resolution, es well as other communica- 
‘tions approving the council's action. 
“The Greater Chicago federation is on 
record as being opposed to a merger of the 
two companies and commends the stand 
taken by the council—end aska them to 
stick,” says a letter from the federation.

Washington, D. C., May 23.—[Special ] 
—Although there ere strong outward 
appearances of harmony among the dele- 
gates to the Pan-American financial con- 
- gress, which will open here tomorrow, 
there were equally strong indications to- 
night that a protest may be made over 
the manner in which Secretary of the 
Treasury McAdoo is attempting to use 
the conference for his personal, as well as 
the administration's, advantage. 

The announced purpose of the confer- 
ence is to bring about a closer union of 
the commercial, financial, and industrial 
interests of this hemisphere, but it has 
developed that Secretary McAdoo is back 


of an effort to have the visiting delegates 
indorse the administration’s ship pur- 
chase program, which fell down in the 


last congress. He is attempting to make 
the question of transportation between 


North and South America the paramount 


one of the conference. 
Statement Issued by McAdoo. 
In an official statement issued from Mr. 
McAd@oo’s office tonight the following 
Paragraph appears: 
“Many delegates have openly ex- 


pressed themselves as disappointed in 


the failure of congress to pass the ship 
purchase bill, and it is likely that the 
memoranda and proposals which will be 
' Offered to this government through the 
conferences will bear strongly on the 
crying need for adequate trade carrying 
facilities for new commercial routes 
which will undoubtedly. result from the 
conference. ; 
_“ There is, therefore, a strong under- 
current of opinion among the delegates 
here favoring some kind of codperative 
action between the republics of the west- 
ern hemisphere for the establishment and 
maintenance of steamship lines.”’ 
Inasmuch as Secretary McAdoo named 
the. American delegates to the confer- 
ence, an indornsement of the ship pur- 
chase bill would not carry the weight 
with congress it would if the delegates 
were selected by representative commer- 
cial organizations. 


McAdoo to Meet Opposition. 

Not all of the delegates named from this 
country, however, are subject to the in- 
fluence or directions of the secretary. 
Consequently any effort to obtain a rati- 
fication of the ship purchase bill is cer- 
tain to be met with spirited opposition. 

One of the outstanding features of the 
situation tonight is the apparent desire 
of many American business men who 
were not named as delegates to get in 
touch with the visitors from Latin Amer- 
ica. A great many are now in Washing- 
ton. Practically the entire day today was 
devoted to conferences between the visi- 
tors and these business men. Prominent 
among the United States representatives 
were Frank A. Vanderlip, president of 
the National City bank, and Charles J. 
Norton, president of the First National 
bank,of New York. Neither was named 
by Secretary McAdoo as a delegate to 
the conference, but each conferred with 
@ number of the visitors today. — 


Chicago Delegation Due Today. 

The Chicago delegation will arrive here 
tomorrow, headed by George Y. Reynolds, 
‘president of the Continental and Commer- 
cial National bank, and James B. Forgan, 
president of the First National bank. 

It fe expected that a strong rivalry will 
spring up between the Chicago and New 
York delegations for prominent places on 
the conference committees, which will be 
named tomorrow. It is the purpdése of 
Secretary McAdoo to have certain Amer- 
ican delegates confer with the delegates 
from each of the South American coun- 
‘tries in order to hasten the work. Inas- 
much as Chicago has less than ten dele- 
gates, including those named because of 
their connection with the federal reserve 
system, and New York has close to sixty, 
New York will have the edge in numbers. 
However, the Chicagoans have given 
much attention to the South American 


trade proposition and they are coming| 


prepared for all possibilities.

ities. 


The survey was conducted by the 


Hbrarians in charge of the various 
branches, who went into their neighbor- 
hoods with a long set of questions de- 
signed to show the types of people served, 
their tastes in books, the amount of read- 
ing done, and their occupations and en- 
vironments. | 


Philosophy and Drama. 


They found that in the congested dis- 


tricts, populated largely by foreigner 
who work in stores, factories, or sweat- 
shops, the meager time for recreation is 
devoted to inveterate reading of philoso- 
phy, drama, and the best fiction. 


In the more aristocratic residence neigh- 


y | borhoods the report shows that many of 
the books on the library shelves are sel- 
dom used. Most of the volumes issued 
are the lighter sort of popular fiction 
known as “ best sellers.” 


In the Ghetto It was found the demand 


for books is so brisk that the entire stock 
on the shelves at one branch was “ turned 
over ’' almost three times in one month.

| Fire insurance men of IHMinois are jubi- 
lant over the action of the House insur- 
ance committee in the state legislature 
whieh. knocked out the drastic adminis- 
tration bill fathered by Superintendent of 
Insurance Potts, which would have been 
@ great burden to stock fire insurance 
conmpanies. 

Included in the bill was the provision 
for state insurance and a vigorous op- 
position was lined up against this feature. 
Another point of attack was the onerous 
requirements regarding regulation and 
supervision of rates. The insurance men 
contended that it was the idea of Supt. 
Potts to have originated among the @s- 
sured as many complaints as to rates as 
posgible, and in order to furnish the 
state facilities for extensive inquisitoria! 
powers there was provided elaborate ma- 
chinery for architects, rate specialists, 
lawyers, actuaries, and so on, to be under 
a state commission of three members. 
This would have added greatly to the 
expense. 


State Insurance Turned Down. 

The companies contended that under 
the provisions of this law it would be pos- 
sible for a state administration to make 
it so burdensome for companies to opergte 
that it would be impossible for them tc 
remain and do business. 

It was evident from the start that the 
house committee would not favor state in 
surance. The committee appointed a sub- 
committee to consider the various bills. 
The subcommittee drew up a substifut 
bill that was reported during the week. 

This substitute bill follows the lines o! 
the insurance commissioners’ conventio! 
bill that has been passed in a number o 
states. Instead of placing rate super 
vision in the hands of a state comm 
sion this function is left with the stat 
superintendent and he may hear com. 
plaints as to unjust or discriminatory 
rates. The fire insurance rating bureau: 
are legalized and the bureau rates becom. 
the legal rates of the companies and n 
discrimination can be made. 


Potts Promises New Fight. 
The killing of the Potts measure only 
came after a most vigorous fight and a 
great deal of wrangling. Superintendent 
Potts claims that he is not through yet 
and intends to put up a stronger fight 
than ever. In the senate the Potts bil) 

has been introduced in its final form. 
The substitute Illinois bill follows close- 
ly the measure passed in Minnesota, bu! 
some of the best features that Superin- 
tendent Potts had in his bill have been 
added to it. Any premium payer can 
make an appeal to the insurance super- 
intendent for a hearing if he feels that 
his rates aré unjust end the insurance 
commissioner is authorized to remove 
any discrimination and fix a rate that he 
regards as equitable. However, an ap- 
peal to the Circuit court of Sangamon 

county is provided for on both sides. 


, Standard for Agents Set. 
In addition to rate supervision, the new 


substitute measuré provides, for an 
agents qualification standard to 


strengthen the resident agency law, lim- 
its the taking of insurance on any one 
risk to 10 per cent of the paid up capital, 
and also places personal liability on prop- 
erty owners for preventable fires. There 
is a provision regulating. underwriters’ 
agencies or annexes, which follows the 
course that has been pursued in shaping 
up similar laws in Ohio, lowa, Wisconsin, 
and Michigan.
